To the Senate and H om e of Repre­ 
sentatives of the State of .Minnesota: 


You have b een convened in extraor­ 
dinary session at tills time for the pur­ 
pose of enacting into law three m e a s­ 
ures demanded by the people of this 
state, to-wit: 
1. 
A statewide direct prim ary law 
for the nomination of ail elective pub­ 
lic officials, national and state. 
2. 
A stringent and effective corrupt 
practices act, applicable to both the 
nomination and election of all public 
officials. 
3. 
A reapportionment of the legis­ 
lative districts as required by and in 
accordance with the constitution of 
the state. 
These three measures 
were fully 
considered by you at your last session 
and you are therefore thoroughly fa­ 
m iliar w ith the subject m atter of each. 
Hence no elaborate or detailed dis­ 
cussion of them Is required of me at 
this time, but a brief reference to 
each measure is due and proper. 


Direct Prim ary Law. 


Minnesota has been a pioneer in the 
enactment of direct prim ary legisla­ 
tion. 
The 
first step was 
taken 
in 
1899, when a direct prim ary law was 
enacted for Hennepin county 
At the following session— 1901— this 
la w was amended In some particulars, 
extended to the whole state and in­ 
cluded all positions except state offi­ 
cers and certain minor officials. 
Since 
that date it has governed our political 
action in making party nominations 
lor office. 
Tried by more than ten years of 
cctual experience in this state, the | 
direct prim ary law has so established 
Itself in the judgment and convictions 
of the people that no aspirant for pub- ; 
lie favor would have the hardihood to 


I rojiose its repeal. 
It sim ply substi- j 
tutes the direct action of the people 
themselves for the system of delegat- j 
ed authority exemplified in conven­ 
tions. 
It makes public officials direct- j 
ly responsible to the people and it 
makes the people directly responsible 
for the selection of their representa­ 
tives 
It elim inates the domination 
of special interests by 
placing 
the : 
people— who are the source of all polit­ 
ical power— In direct control. 
The insistent demand of the people 
for the right of direct and unhindered 
participation in all matters of govern- ; 
ment is attested by their unswerving 
iupport of the existing direct prim ary I 
law and by the passage at your last 
session of a law for the direct nomi­ 
nation and practically direct election 1 
of United States senators. 
The re- j 
cont action of the congress of the , 
United States in proposing an amend- . 
merit to the federal constitution pro­ 
viding for the election of United States 
senators directly by the people is a 
further proof of the settled purpose of 
the people to exercise their political 
power directly and not through repre­ 
sentative bodies. 
Under the constitution you are the 
lawm aking power of this state, and it 
is prim arily your right and duty to 
determine what the law shall be, and 
in reaching that determination it is 


,f congressional, senatorial and rep­ 
resentative districts, and to apportion 
anew the senators and representatives 
among the several districts, according 
to the provisions of section 2 of thia 
article.” 
Sect loll 
2, 
article 
IV 
provides: 
“ The number of members who com* 
pose the senate and house of repr* 
tentative* shall be prescribed by law, 
but the representation In the senate 
shall never exceed one ii" mber tot 
every 5,OIH* inhabitants and 
In th* 
hous* of representatives one mem bt r 
for every 2,(KHI inhabitants 
The rep­ 
resentation in both houses shall be ap­ 
portioned equally throughout the dif­ 
ferent sections of the state in propor- 
tion to the population thereof, exclu­ 
sive of Indians not taxable under the 
provisions of law.” 
Th* 
last legislative apportionment 
Was made in 1897, over fifteen years 
ago, and it is a matter of common 
knowledge that representation in our 
legislature today is grossly unequal 
under 
the 
constitutional 
provisions 
just quoted. 
In the last campaign all political 
parties in their platforms distinctly 
pledged t h e people a legislative reap­ 
portionment as required by the consti­ 
tution. 
You* were unable to pass a 
legislative reapportionment at the last 
session, but In this special session, 
with 
but few subjects pressing for 
your consideration, failure to pass a 
legislative reapportionment in accord* 
anee with the constitution would be a 
deliberate defiance of the right of the { 
people to govern themselves. To deny ) 
the people equal representation in the 
lawmaking 
branch 
of 
their govern­ 
ment Ih to strike down the fundamen­ 
tal principle of popular government by 
subjecting the m ajority to the rule of 
; the minority.

000,000, making heavy reduction in 
provisions for the Panam a canal and 
public buildings.
